I have now much pleasure in 
notifying your icellency of the formal acceptance by His Majesty's 
overnment in the United Kingdom of the proposal of the German Govern- 
ment discussed at those conversations that the future strength of the 
German navy in relation to the aggregate naval strength of the Members of 
the British Commonwealth of Nations should be in the proportion of 
35:100 , His liajesty's Government in the United Kingdom regard this propo- 
sal as 2 contribution of the greatest importance to the cause of future 
naval limitation. They further belive that the agreement which they have 
now reached with the German Government, and which they regard as a 
permanent and definite agreement as from to-day between the two Govern-
